St. Pierre, Martinique, with 30,000 
People Buried in Fire and Ashes 
from Mont Pelee Volcano. 

Not since the destruction of 
Pompeii and Herculaneum in the 
first century of the Christian Era, 
has there been so appalling a ca¬ 
lamity from volcanic sources as 
that' of the destruction of the 
French city of Saint Pierre on the 
the Island of Martinique, the larg¬ 
est of the French West Indies. 
Briefly put, in ten minutes last 
Thursday morning the city of Saint 
Pierre disappeared in a whirling 
lire, vomited from Mont Pelee, and 
30,000 persons were instantly and 
horribly killed, and the volcano, 
which for more than 50 years had 
been a quiet lake, occupying its 
ancient crater, in which picnic par¬ 
ties bathed, suddenly discharged 
torrents of fiery mud, which roll¬ 
ed towards the sea, sweeping every¬ 
thing before it. 

Then the last of cable communi¬ 
cation was broken, aud the doom¬ 
ed city was isolated from the 
world.

In a paper read before the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Guernsey Breeders’ association 
M. E. T. Gill said in part:' 

In the scientific/production of repre¬ 
sentative Guerpseys certain well 
known blood lines should be determin¬ 
ed upon, and, having selected such fam¬ 
ily <Dfi;bl{50d. lines, the individuals’ weak 
points should be sought to be over¬ 
come and modified and the strong 
points intensified in the selection of the 
mate to which it is intended to breed. 
For production of representative 
Guernseys probably the most impor¬ 
tant factor after having determined 
upon the family or blood lines is the 
selection of the foundation stock— 
namely, the dam. 

Such foundation stock must-, be clean 
bred upon the blood lines selected, the 
ancestors having a record of producing 
offspring which will meet the require¬ 
ments of a standard as nearly as possi¬ 
ble* The dam must be a typical ani¬ 
mal herself, and, above all, she must 
prove herself capable Of reproducing 
herself and the good qualities of the 
particular blood lines of her family. 
Give me a good brood cow. I will then 
breed her to the poorest of bulls, and 
I will produce a better offspring than 
Can be produced by the best bull in the 
world bred to an ordinarily, but not 
an extraordinarily, poor cow. 

Having made the selection of the 
family or blood lines and having select¬ 
ed the dam, 'or the foundation stock, 
the next important question is the se¬ 
lection of a sire, the bull. If possible, 
the sire should be selected in the same 
blood lines and upon such lines as will 
make it possible to cross with the dam 
without producing the evil physical re¬ 
sults which are often produced by care¬ 
less and ignorant breeders. There 
should be the greatest care taken to see 
that the bull is clean bred and bred 
upon the particular blood lines chosen, 
that his ancestors have nearly ap¬ 
proached the standard and have been 
extraordinarily good producers and, 
above all, that he should have proved 
himself capable of reproducing himself 
and the extraordinary qualities of his 
own particular blood lines.

LAUNDRY LINES. 


When ironing chiffon or muslin* al¬ 
ways put tissue paper over it and usa 
a tolerably cool iron.

To prevent irons sticking rub then 
on a knifeboard. This will make then 
both smooth and clean. 

Diluted ammonia is said to be excel¬ 
lent for taking an orange stain out ol 
woolen goods and restoring the color. 

In washing ginghams it is a good 
plan to rinse them in water that has 
been v«ry slightly thickened with 
starch. 

To take ink stains out of a colored 
tablecloth dissolve 'a teaspoouful of ox 
alic acid in a teacupful of hot watei 
and rub the stained part well with the 
solution. 

A very hot flatiron will fade some 
delicate tints. Therefore iron your 
pretty shirt waists with a moderately 
cool one. Of course you must have a 
hot one for the cuffs and collar. 

Don’t put tablecloths and hapkina 
that are fruit stained into hot soap¬ 
suds; it sets or fixes the stains. Re¬ 
move the stains first with dilute oxalic 
acid, washing quickly in clear water. 

A little pipeclay dissolved in the 
water employed In washing linen 
cleans the dirtiest linen thoroughly 
with half the labor and saving quite 
half the soap. The clothes will be im¬ 
proved in color equally as if they Were 
bleached.

I am continually meeting with men 
and reports from those who fed silage 
last year as a soiling crop, and they 
each and all pronounce in its favor 
decidedly, and I begin to believe after 
preaching it far and wide for fifteen 
years that we have not as yet fully 
comprehended the importance of the 
corn crop as an all round farm herb, 
says an Ohio farmer in Hoard's Dairy¬ 
man. True, it is low in protein, but in 
Its succulent state, or silage, it has 
vast possibilities in it as summer soil¬ 
ing. This season as soon as the pas¬ 
tures became short we commenced 
feeding silage, a bushel a day, to the 
cows and dropped the bran ration 
down to one pound, and all through 
the drought and the terrible pest of 
flies the dairy, in milk from the fall 
before, kept right up to their messes, 
with little shrinkage. 

This fall these cows, with two excep¬ 
tions, had to be dried off to freshen, 
for I am still old fashioned enough to 
think that cows do better to be dried 
off and make bag tbe natural way than 
to milk them right up to calving, aud a 
flue milker now in the stable that has 
just freshened is giving no larger mess 
of milk than she did five weeks ago. 

I have never had cows milk so satis¬ 
factorily as did these summer silage 
fed cows, and I know that cost was on 
the score of economy and yield of milk 
all on the silage side. Olie thiflg I 
would like some doctor of laws in feed¬ 
ing to explain—when the Silage gave 
out. and a change was made to all the 
Well eared green corn the eoWs could 
cat once a day there was a decided 
falling off in milk. Two answers have 
been suggested—that a cow cannot eat 
as UUich substance in green Corn aS is 
contained In a bushel of sildge and that 
the-silage had been In part digested 
by the processes Of the Silo; hence the 
cow could make a better appropriation 
of its material. 

Value of Ehisliagre, 

The feeding value of good ensilage 
was never bettor appreciated than this 
•winter, when corn is Soaring so high 
that few feet that they can afford to 
feed it to cattle Of hogs, says a Con¬ 
necticut farmer in American Culti¬ 
vator. indeed the ensilage is this year 
one of the crops that will prove nutri¬ 
tious to the cattle, profitable to the 
farmer and satisfactory to all. My own 
eiios have steadily Increased in the 
last fi ve years, §0 that today I con tem¬ 
plate With satisfaction the outlook for 
the Winter feeding, There are good clo¬ 
ver ahd good corn ensilage, which' will, 
keep the animals In thriving cMiditlon 
ill through the winter.
